In the heats of Summer there is a great demand for 
Soda Water; the price being raised in these times, the 
would naturally diminish; but they call it “ Arctic 
Soda,” and ‘' Ice-cream Soda,” and sell as much as 
ever. 

Gold is always attractive. No doubt the sellers of 
Golden Ale ” and “ Golden Bitters ” find their account 
in the use of that word. 

It is possible, however, to go too far in that direc¬ 
tion. One person rushed into the extravagance of ad¬ 
vertising for sale “ Diamond Pearl Tooth Powder ” and 
Diamond Pearl Tooth Brushes.” This was too much 
for the credulity of the public. The inventor was 
obliged to come nearer the region of probability before 
selling his warea. This, however, ia an exceptional 

Since medicine, like theology, is generally taken on 
■ust, and received by faith without knowledge, the ir¬ 
regular practitioners of it can launch fearlessly into 
whatever extravagance of designation or pretension 
they please. We have in Boston an “ Analytical Phy¬ 
sician,” whose cures (if he makes any) are effected by 
Analytical Medicines ” ; and of late we have seen, dis¬ 
played at length through a whole newspaper column, 
the advertisement of a “ Metaphysical Physician,” of¬ 
fering a “Metaphysical Discovery” as the infallible 
ire for several groups of diseases.

Perhaps, in hnmble imitation of the Doctor last 
mentioned, some one may yet advertise himself as a 
Theoretical Plumber.

The door of another workman, in another locality, 
bears this sign—“Serpentine Spring Auxiliators.” 
What particular purpose the instruments in question 
designed to auxiliate is not clear to your corres 
pondent.

CAPT. NEHEMIAH h. man*.

Captain Nehemiah Hallock Mann, of the Fourth New 
York Cavalry, was killed at the battle of Front Royal, 
August 15th. This brave officer entered the army 
as a private, on the 20th of July, 1801, hia twenty-fourth 
birthday. He soon won distinction for his remarkable 
courage ; at one time saving the life of a superior 
officer under a raking fire, in the face of the enemy. 
For his personal bravery, his soldierly bearing and 
' ill, and his unexceptional beha vior in the camp and 
the field, he was promoted to a captaincy. At the 
Aldie cavalry fight he was distinguished for his daring. 
Finding his squadron hesitatin g in a.eharge, he, with 
his usual courage and dash, plunged along into the 
enemy’s ranks. The result was a saber gash in the 
cheek, a pistol-shot in the shoulder, and a killed horse ; 
but the men were inspired by his example, and rushed 
victory. He had served his country a little more 
than three years when he received the wound which 
terminated his life. He was buried on the banks of 
the Shenandoah, inside of thu enemy’s lines. When his 
remains can be removed, they will be taken to Milton, 
Ulster County, for burial, where the gallant young 
Ketchums, who were his cousins and companions in 
tms, “ sleep the sleep ths t knows no waking.”

black MEN IN THE NAVY—FIGHT IN MOBILE BAT. 

To the Editor of the N. Y. Tribune: 

So mueb is now being said about the fighting quali¬ 
ties of the black man in the army, that it would he no 
more than fair to slate a few facts about this class of 
men ia our navy. About on=-fnurth of the men in the 
navy at present are free colored men of the North and 
freedmen of the South, amongst which may be found 
some of onr most respectable colored citizens. They 
compose two-thirds of the Powder divisions of our 
sels of war, and, in a great number, a third of the 
crews. Of their fighiing qualities, you need only ask 
their commanders and officers, and tbe (aet should 

be lost sight of, that in ships of war there are no l_ 

combatants really. A ship is not like the army. We 
have no rear to look on during the battle, in safety out 
of harm’s way, but every man has his station, and 
each, like the parts of a machine, must work, that the 
whole may move successfully. 

To give you Borne idea of the great service rendered 
by these people and of their desire to fight for the flag, 
I will tell you of what I have seen on the fighting ship

But the time has not arrived for justice to be done, 
even m the navy, where officers and gentlemen fondly 
imagine they practice it. We leave the eases of the 
poor but brave men in the hands of their patriotic and 
jnstice-Ioving fellow-citizens. I hope, in your eongrat 
ulations on the great victory, you will remember the 
share the black man took in it; and if pride or expedi¬ 
ency prevents his being justly officially recommended, 
’Snat least can claim the kind wishes of good men ’ 
do j nstice and fear God, and the hope within him 
ished by present non-recognition. 

We are gradually finding and walking in the path of 
Freedom and Justice. If we be saved, we must tread 
therein ; and then even the navy forgetting color will 
recognize the old Spartan gallantry in battle,above the 
-tern prejudice of the color of the skin.

Coffee as the French Prepare it.— In Farm the 
coffee is nectar compared with the beverage we in QO 1 
call coflee. I was desirous to know how it was preparet 
and soon learned. Tne French use three kinds of coffet 
Mocha, Java and Rio, mixed in equal parts. Tne code 
belore roasting is winnowed, to cleanse it of dust, etc.; it i 
then called or picked over; every black or defective kei 
nelis picked out, as well as small stones, seeds and ra 
droppings, which are abundant in most coffee. It is then 
put into mbs of clean water and well washed, then spread 
£0 drv ; When dry it is ready for roasting. The coffee re¬ 
quired is roasted daily at large establishments; while warm 
It is ground, aud put up in glazed papers of a conical shape, 
bolding from two ouuces to half a pound, and sealed up. 
Gentlemen, as they leave their places ot business tor home 
and dinner, when convenient call and take the needed sup¬ 
ply. Tae coffee is put into a pot or digestor in cold water, 
and then set over a lamp expressly for the purpose, ana 
there heated, not boiled, but steeped; from this digestor 
no steam or iumes arise ; when ready you have your cup 
of coffee. It is coffee, and a beverage delicious, health- 
giving, not the bitter, acrid, filtby, nauseous drug we are 
in the habit of partaking, and calling it coffee. C. r . ».

Punishment ot a Militaby Criminal.—L ient An- 
|drew J. Smith, acting Inspector-General of the 2d Brigade, 
Kauiz s cavalry division, for committing a rape on the per¬ 
son of acolored woman, has been sentenced to be dismissed 
the service, and to be confined at hard labor for ten years 
at such place as Geo. Butler may direct. Gen. Butler, in

“ The Commanding General bas examined the evidence 
m this case with much care, and with an anxious desire to 
find some means to escape the conclusion that an officer of 
the United 8tates army could be guilty of so heinous a 
crime. A female negro child quits slavery and comes into 

^ 6d ^ ra ] government, and upon first 
reaching tbe limits of the Federal bne6 receives the brutal 
treatment from an officer, himself a husband and a father, 
of violation of her person. Of this the evidence is conclu¬ 
sive. Bat a day or two since a negro man was hung, in 
the presence ot the army, for the attempted violation of the 
person of a white woman. Equal and exact justice would 
have taken this officer’s life; but imprisonment ia the Peni¬ 
tentiary for q long term of years, his loss qt rank and posi¬ 
tion—if that imprisooment be wfthoutjiope or possibility of 
pardonya3 is should be -would be almost an equal example. 
For these reasons the Commanding General cannot listen 
to the recommendations to mercy of the members of the i 
Court, for whose opinions personally be entertains the \ 
highest respect. Tbe sentence will be carried into effect 
by confinement of the convict at hard labor in the Peni- i 
tentiary at Philadelphia, in the State of Pennsylvania, if I 
the President shall so direct, and until the President shall j 
make such direction the prisoner is ordered to be sent to 
the Superintendent of Prison Labor at Norfolk, there to be 
put at hard labor oh the street.”
